HAT the Gig Hammond was a conſiderable Trader * twenty Years, 
and paid the Crown upwards of 100,000 J. for Cuſtoms on Wine, 
Tobacco, and other Goods, but by reaſon of great Loſſes in Trade, 
he became diſabled to pay 7.6,987 : 8 : 9 2, or thereabouts, due to 

the Crown for Cuſtoms ; upon which, an "Extent iſſued againſt him in the Vear 

1711, when he made a full Diſcovery 0 of his Eſtate and Effects, which Were ac- 

cordingly found by Inquiſition. *

That Extents were alſo iſſued x Samuel Woodlaw and Henry Wooden, 
two of his Sureties, and their Effects ſeized. | 


Towards further fatisfying the ſaid Debt, the Gaid es, in 1711, * 


over to her late Majeſty, ſeveral Sums, amounting to /. 2.890, due to him on 
Accompt of the Ship Worceſter : LG 


And 1 hath been ſince paid to the Receivers General of the Cuſtoms, out 


of his Effects and Sureries, the Sum of . 35320: 4: 5 4. 


That the ſaid Hammond alſo aſſigned over to the cr. . half Part of 
the Ship Thomas and Ehizabeth, and her Freight, homeward bound from V Irgi- | 


4 ; which Moiety of the ſaid Ship, coſt him upwards of J. 3,520. 


By which his Original Debt would have been paid, with an Overplus of 
1.2,742 : 15 : 8. had not the ſaid Ship been loſt after it was aſſigned over for 
the Benefit of the Erown : And after ſuch Aſſignment, the ſaid Hammond was 
rendered incapable of making any Inſurance himſelf on the ſaid Ship. 


That the ſaid Bases and his aid Securities Samuel Moodlam and Henry 
Wooden, are all infolvent, and have, for many Years, laboured under great 
Hardſhips for a Subſiſtence, which they could not have had without the e Help 
of their Friends, who are ſtill willing to contribute and raiſe a Sum of Money 
for each of them reſpectively, in caſe an Act paſſes to compound with them, 
and that _ may be diſcharged from their Bonds. 


And as no Fraud was ever committed by the ſaid Hammond, relating to this 
Debt, or any other Branch of his 'Trade ; and both he and his two ſurviving 
Securities being rendered incapable of ſubſiſting themſelves, they moſt humbly 
Pray, A Bill may paſs to — the {aid 3 due from the ſaid Hammond and 

is Sureties.
